When I returned to my job at Pratt 
& Whitney — a company dependent on

was fired from my job of 9 years. With 
no job but plenty of material to write 


about. I was contracted by Arlington

On July 28, 1972, 1 wrote to Richard 
‘Helms. then director of the CIA. object- 
_ing to the illegal undercover operations 

of the Foreign Technology Division, 
which included spying on Americans and 
- the undue collaboration of the American 
embassy in Brussels with division 
_ agents. a 

I told Helms that the division repeat- 

edly had intimidated aerospace corpora- 
tion employes who had prepared intelli- 
gence assessments on Russian aerospace 
technology which differed from the as- 
sessments prepared by the military in- 
telligence services. 

A.CIA official visited me 
two weeks after | wrote to 
Helms. | was told that Helms, 
who was also the. director of 
the U.S. Intelligence Board. 
had no control over the divi- 
sion and that I should pursue 

other government channels. 
In March 1973, Watergate 
burglar James McCord impli- 
cated the White House in a
